opening of the schools next September to 
give every child a seat and to maintain full 
day ‘divisions for all. 

The completion of nine new buildings and 
seven additions will add over 15,000 to the 
present seating capacity of the schools. At 
present there are about 8,000 children in half 
day divisions. The new. schools will elimi- 
nate these divisions and take care of the 
natural increase in the school population. 


‘Addition to Gallistel School, 

The first bullding to be completed will be 
en addition to the Gallistel school, to be 
opened next month, and to accommodate 600 
pupils. The new Corkery and Irving Park 
schools, with a total capacity of 2, 800 pupils. 
will be completed in March. The Jefferson 
and McLaren additions, with à capacity of 
1,500 pupils, will be completed in April, and 
the Gladstone addition, capacity 750 pupils, 
will be finished in May.

May Purchase Acceptances. 

The reserve association may, whenever 
its own condition and the general financial 
conditions warrant such investment, pur- 
chase to a-limited amount from a <eposit- 
ing bank acceptances of banks or houses of 
unquestioned financial responsibility. Such 
acceptances must arise from commercial 
transactions end have a maturity not exceed- 
ing ninety days, and must be of a character 
generally known in the market as prime bills. 
Such acceptances also shall bear the in- 
dorsement of the depositing bank selling 
the same, which indorsement must be other 
than that of the acceptor. 

The reserve association may invest in 
United States bonds and in short term obliga- 
tions—that is, obligations having, not more 
than one year to run—of the United States, 
or of any state, or of certain foreign gov- 
ernments to be named in the act. 

The reserve association shall have power 


at home and abroad to deal in gold coin or 


bullion, to grant leans thereon, and lo con- 
tract for loans of gold coin or bullion, giving, 
when necessary, accbptable security for their 
repayment. . 

The reserve association shall have power 
to purchase from its depositors and to sell, 
with or without its indorsement, checks or 
bills of exchange payable in England, 
France, or Germany, and in such other for- 
eign countries as the board of the reserve 
association may decide. These bilis of ex- 
change must arise from commercial trans- 
actions and be of a mafurity not exceeding 
ninety days, and shall ber the signatures of 
at least three responsible parties, of “which 
the last one shall be that of a depositing 
bank. : 

May Keep Foreign Accounts. 

The reserve association shall have power 
to open and maintain banking accounts in 
foreign countries and to establish agencies 
in foreign countries for the purpose of 
purchasing and selling and collecting for- 
eign bills of exchange, and it shall have 
authority to buy and sell, through such 
agencies, prime foreign bills of exchange 
arising from commercial transactions, run- 
ning for a period not exceeding ninety days 
and bearing the signatures of two or more 
responsible parties. 

It shall be the duty of the reserve asso- 
elation, or any of its branches upon request, 
to transfer any part of the deposit balance 
of any national bank having an account 
with it to the credit of any other bank hav- 
ing an account with the reserve association. 
If a deposit balance is transferred from the 
books of one branch of the reserve associa- 
tion to the books of another branch it may 
be done by mail or telegraph upon terms 
to be fixed from time to time by the ex- 
ecutive committee. : 

“In addition to the rights now conferred 
by law national banks shall be authorized 
to accept commercial paper drawn upon 
them having not more than ninety days to 
run, properly secured, and arising out of 
commercial trarisactions. The amount of 
such acceptances shall not exceed one-half 
the capital and surplus of the accepting 
bank.

the Reserve association of a character and 
secured and redeemed in the manner pro- 
vided for in this act. 


for a period of not less than ten years, the 
bonds so purchased, or any government se- 
curity which may be exchanged for them 
by refunding or otherwise. The Reserve as- 
gociation, however, shall have the right, 
with the approval of the secretary of the 
treasury, after two years to dispose an- 
nually of $50,000,000 of the bonds held by it 
to secure circulation, The government re- 
serves the right at all, times to purchase at 
par from the Reserve association,through the 
trustees of the postal savings bank or other- 
wise, any or all of such bonds so held. 


May Get Higher Rate Bonds, 

If the government should adopt the policy 
of issuing securities at a higher rate of inter- 
est than 2 per cent, the reserve association 
shall have the right to exchange at par the 
government bonds which it may have ac- 
quired from the national banks, previously 
held held by them to secure circulation, for 
any bonds bearing interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 3 per cent, but in that event the 
amount of annual taxes to be paid on notes 


much greater as the interest rate of the new 
securities shall exceed 2 per vent. 

To illustrate: If the government should 
decide hereafter to issue a 2½ per cent bond, 
the rate of taxation on currency issued by 
the reserve association thereon would be 1 
per cent, instead of one-half of 1 per cent, as 
on the existing 2s, and upon a3 per cent bond 
the rate of taxation would be 1% per cent. 

“In addition to the authority to issue notes 
to replace any national bank notes outstand- 
ing at the time of the organization of the 
reserve association, it shall have the right 
to issue additional circulating notes as fol- 
lows: 

The whole or any part of the first $100,000- 
000 of such additional notes shall pay to the 
government an annual tax of 3 per cent; 
above $100,000,000 and not more than $200,- 
0, 000 may be issued at an annual tax of 4 
per cent; above $200,000,000 and not more 
than $300,000,000 may be issued at an annual 
tax of 5 per cent; all above $300,000,000 shall 
pay an annual tax of 6 per cent. 


Note Issues to Be. Secured. 

“All note issues of the reterve association 
must be covered to the extent of at least cne- 
third by gold or other lawful money, and the 
remaining portion by bonds of the United 
States or bankable commercial paper as 
herein defined, or both. (It should be pro- 


also hold in ite reserve foreign coin, or that 
the treasury will issue gold certificates 
against foreign coin.) The notes are to con- 
stitute a first lien upon all the assets of the 
reserve association and adequate provision 
must be made for their immediate redemption 
in lawful money on presentation at the head 
office of the reserve association or any of 
its branches. ) 

The notes of the reserve association shall 
be received at par in payment of all taxes, 
excises, and other dues to the United States, 
and for all salaries and other debts and de- 
mands owing by the United States to indi- 
viduals, corporations, or associations, except 
obligations of the government, which are by 
their terms specifically payable in gold, and 
for all debts due from or by one national 
bank to another, and for all obligations due 
to a national bank. 

The reserve association shall at once, 
upon application and without charge for 
transportation, forward its circulating notes 
to any depositing bank against its credit 
dalance.“ .

If the state senators do 
not return before Feb. 26 Gov. Glasscock will 
appoint the senators as holdovers until the 
next gathering of the state senate. 


Senate Is Evenly Divided. 

The West Virginia senate now is evenly 
divided, with fifteen Republicans and fifteen 
Democrats. The Democrats are trying to 
oust two of the Republicans and thus gain 
control of the body. The senators whose 
right to seats were attacked were Hearne 
and White. 

When the fifteen Democrats learned that 
the fifteen Republican genators had left they 
passed a resolution seating C. F. Caldwell of 
Ohio county on the ground that his opponent, 
Senator Hearne, who left with the Repub- 
licans, had not appeared to defend his seat. 

It ts understood Gov. Glasscock will refuse 
to recognize the senate as organized. 

Claims Made by Fugitives, 

According to dispatches from Cincinnati 
Senator W. 8. Meredith. spokesman for the 
fugitives, said the Democrate will not give 
Hearne and White a fair trial; that the Re- 
publicans know this and so slipped out of 
West Virginia. He said the Democrats want 
a majority of six men on the jury of ten and 
left go hurriedly. 

He adds that another feature to the case is 
the refusal of the Democrats to allow the 
Republicans to name the president ot the 
senate; thet the people elected Gov. Glass- 
cock and thet if he should resign or die the 
Democrats would have contro] of the state.

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Verdi's “Mask Ball” Stale, 
Tuneful and Unprofitable.

NOVELTY fifty-three years old was the 

unusual offering of the Chicago opera last 

night. Verdi's early opera Un Ballo in 

Maschera,” so far as can be ascertained, 
ö has never before been presented in Chi- 
cago. To avoid another repetition the manage 
ment chose it for the next to the t perform- 
arce. Seemingly managerial ambition was sat- 
isfied with two sold out houses for the last 
three pe or else artistic temperament 
in one of the many manifestations at Miss Gar- 
den’s command intervened to prevent a second 
farewell in “ Thafs.” Or the financial advan- 
tages of a “Salome” performance in Cleveland 
outweighed the prospective profits of some 
other repetition from the popular soprano’s rep- 
ertory, In any event, she took a day to rest and 
prepare for the exciting events to be enacted in 
Ohio tomorrow evening, and thé music lovers of 
ener voted to stay away from the opera last 

It cannot be said that those who let the 4 
portunity to become acquainted with the long 
neglected Verdi opera were ill advised. The 
few persons scattered about the vast spaces of 
the Auditorium received its melodic cheerful- 
ness with a reticence that amounted to resigna- 
tion in the earlier scenes, though it warmed to 
appreciation and moments of real enthusiasm 
as the evening progressed. 

— 

To the student of musical history who is in- 
terested in tracing the development of Verdi's 
talent from the artificialities and brutalities of 
hig first operas to the sublime beauties of 
“Otello” and the delightful humor of Fal- 
staff” it offered several unripe examples of the 
talent that afterward matured so gloriously. To 
the careless listener who wants a tune and is 
not concerned with its relation or lack of rela- 
tion to the dramatic environment there was 
abundant entertainment, it he did not object to 
stale trivialities, enlivened by moments like tlie 
“ Barcarolie” and the page’s aria in the last 
act, that are vigorous ff not vital.

FALL OF THEATER SCAFFOLD 
BRINGS DEATH TO ONE MAN. 


Accident in Clark Street Playhouse Algo 
May Result in Another Fatality— 
Supports Give Way, Men Crushed. 


The falling of a scaffold used in the con- 

struction of the new Columbia theater, 121 
to 127 Clark street, yesterday claimed one 
life, may claim another, and injured 
several other workmen. The man killed was 
John B. Wright, 6227 South May street. He 
died in an ambulance while being hurried to 
the hospital. John Sheperd was hurt the 
most seriously of the other men, and small 
hope is held out for hig recovery. His skull 
was fractured by the fall. Sheperd, Patrick 
Callaghan, Thomas Freeman, and Patrick 
Mullaney were rushed to the new Iroquois 
Memorial hospital, where it was said that all 
except Shepérd ‘would recover, although all 
were cut badly and bruised. Others on the 
scaftoid at the time of the accident received 
only minor injuries, and were able to go to 
their homes unassisted. « 
' “The men were on a scaffold fifty feet from 
the floor finishing the interior work of the 
theater when without warning the supports 
gave way. Police from the Central station 
arrived quickly and with the assistance cf 
other workmen extricated the victims. 

It was declared after the accident that the 
scaffold wag faulty and not strong en ugh 
to hold the ten 9 ‘who were working on 
it.

For addresses a mile or 
more away a charge of 10 cents for car fare 
will be made. The abandonment’ of offices 
formerly maintained by the telegraph com- 
pany has put many sections of the city out 
of the free delivery zone. 

The enforcement of this collection rule has 
caused a great deal of annoyance and indig- 
nation, and this is not the first time we have 
heard of it. In remote sections of the city a 
charge for delivery might be justified, but 
the arbitrary fixing of a mile as the limit of 
free delivery is widely resented. Indeed, so 
many refuse to pay the charge that the com- 
pany does not insist on the collection. This 
being the case, the solution is easy. 

The telephoning of telegrams to addressee 
is still far from being the rule. In many 
instances no effort is made to ascertain if 
the addressee has a telephone, and the tele- 
gram is sent by a boy with a demand for 
car fare. This ig contrary to the company’s 
rule and is due to carelessness at branch of- 
fices. There seems to be no good reason why 
such messages for outlying districts. should 
not telephoned from the main office in- 
ste of relaying them to the company’s 
branches. Time and money might both be 
saved.

Denies Monopoly Raises Prices. 

“In a moment of hysterical contempiation 
of the eins of others or we are never apt to 
exaggerate our own—we are apt to mistake 
the extent of others, and the remedy to be 
applied. In the case of these large corpora- 
tions the need is not for their extirpation, By 
their mere on - country does not 
suffer. 

“ Without tats 3 prices would 
de higher; thousands of men would de de- 
prived of employment, and our foreign trade 
—more and more dependent upon our manu- 
factures, because of the alarming increase of 
growth of our population, which’ consumes 
our agricultural producte—would be de- 
stroyed.

Sees False Fears Raised. 

Mr. Johnson replied to the warning of Mr.
